The resignation of lan Duncan Smith, the 
Minister for Work and Pensions, in light 
of the further proposed cuts to disability 
benefits announced by the Chancellor, 
George Osborne in his Budget, sent the 
Tory party into a whirl of accusation and 
counter-accusation.

Tory sceptics, on the other hand, were 
quick to play the ‘dirty-tricks’ card, 
claiming that his resignation had been 
carefully staged in order to do the utmost 
damage to Osborne’s prospects of 
becoming the new Tory party leader; 
claiming also that it was a ploy to do 
damage to the Prime Minister over 
Brexit. 


Denial 


lan Duncan Smith was quick to deny these 
claims going on the Andrew Marr, Sunday 
Politics Show to insist that it had nothing to 
with anything other than his sense of moral 
indignation with a government which oft- 
professed that “we were all in it together”, 
when in reality this was false and bogus, as 
the proposed Budget cuts hit the most 
vulnerable in society the hardest. 


Whatever the reason —- or reasons -— for this 
shock resignation, the fall-out might not be 
as damaging as Geoffrey Howe’s betrayal 
of Margaret Thatcher but a hammer blow it 
certainly was as the government was quick 
to shelve the planned disability cuts; and 
going even further by announcing that it 
would not seek to fill the £4.4bn black-hole 
through cuts to welfare. So, for the time 
being at least, those that faced the 
Damocles Sword of Osborne can rest in 
their wheelchairs a little while longer, whilst 
the rest of us have to wait to see where it 
falls.
